ARMY MOVEMENT ON CUBA. 
There is much speculation when 


the volunteers will be ordered to 
Cuba. 
There will be some weeks of 


probation in state camps for purposes 
of 
organization 
and 
equipment. 


Then they will be ordered to camps 
at the South, probably the greater 
part going to Cbickamauga park. 
Ten thousand regulars are now there, 
or will be before the close of this 
week. The regulars will constitute 
the advance on the island, and will 
move in that direction as soon as a 
suitable''place is determined on for 
the American base, which will be se- 
lected with regard to co-operation 
witb the Cuban forces under General 
Gomez.

stiitos for drill and final equipment. 
Those at the extreme front will be 
shipped to Cuba first; then the next 
southernmost will be sent down to 
the camp thus vacated, and their 
camps in turn will be taken by the 
volunteers a little farther north, and 
so on. An impression prevails at 
Washington that the marines and 
regulars will do all that is necessary 
for the next few months, in co-opera- 
tion with the insurgent forces, to be 
armed and equipped by our govern- 
ment. 
This program may defer the 


passage of the first volunteers to 
Cuba°iill fall. A force of 800 marines 
from ttew York will be at Key West 
in a day or two, and with the marines 
availabie from tbe squadron block- 
ading Cuba will of itself constitute a 
strong landing party. — Pittsburg 
Post.

Two weeks ago an organization o 
this kind was started in !New York 
by some of the ex-military men o 
the East, and it has gained in popu 
larity and numbers with wondcrfu 
rapidity. The movement has receivec 
the sanction and encouragement o 
President McKinley, Secretary Alger, 
three-fourths of the governors of the 
different states and the leading ex- 
military 
officers both North 
and 


South. The headquarters of the !Na- 
tional Yolunteer Reserve is at 2few 
York, and Gen. A. 1). McCook is 
the secretary. From 
him 
Mayor 


Glidden received a communication 
asking him to take some steps toward 
securing volunteers in this city. The 
mayor thought well of the movement 
and called a mass meeting at Sixth 
Street M. E. church last evening. 
Yesterday afternoon, however, Mayor 
Glidden talked with Governor Bush- 
nel! over the long-distance telephone, 
and in this conversation the governor 
threw cold water on the movement, 
lie said he did not approve of the 
plan and did not think it would do 
any good, as the qu ita in this call 
was already full, and he was opposed 
to the idea on general principles. The 
mayor was about ready to give up. 
He took the wise plan, however, and 
submitted the whole matter to the 
mass meeting. It soon developed that 
a very large majority of those present 
did not agree with Governor Bush- 
ncll, and were not slow in taking ad- 
vantage of freedom of speech, and so 
expressed themselves. 


Mayor Glidden called ,the meeting 


to order and stated the object of the 
call, also that the National Volun- 
teer Reserve did not interfere witl 
any other organization and would not 
effect the volunteer companies now 
under way. The mayor then gave his 
talk with"the governor. 


Rev. 
Aldcrson had thought the 


movement was a good one, and it was 
certainly well recommended by men 
who ought to thoroughly understand 
the matter, but he doubted the policy 
of doing anything if the governor dis- 
approved of it. 


Rev. Robjent struck the feeling of 


a large majority of the audience by 
saying that we were citizens of the 
United States, as well as of the state 
of Ohio, and if this movement was a 
good one, and he believed it was, be- 
cause it was recommended by the best 
men of the land, he favored going 
ahead and "forming the organization, 
Governor Bushnell or no Governor 
Bushnell. It was the disapproval of 
Governor Bushnell as against the ap- 
proval of the wisest men of the na- 
tion—men who had passed through 
the late war and were well versed in 
military affairs, and he doubted the 
policy of accepting the opinion of 
Governor Bushnell and turning down 
the opinion and recommendation of 
men of much wider experience. 
The 


Hag on which we look with pride is 
the flag of the nation, and we, as 
citizens of this nation, are ready to 
do and to die in defense of this em- 
blem of our national independence. 
These patriotic sentiments were in 
accordance with the feeling of the 
audience, and it was plain to be seen 
that Governor Bushnell and his views 
on the subject would play a very 
small part in their final deliberations. 


Other speeches were made by Rev. 


Donaldson, Mr. T. J. Pursell, Dr. Mc- 
Kerrihan, Oscar W. Newman, John 
Schmitt, Harry Miller and others. 


A motion was made that a commit- 


tee be appointed to formulate some 
plan of effecting a branch of this or- 
ganization here, the committee to re- 
port at some future meeting. The 
motion received almost the unani- 
mous support of the audience.

son, William Qucstel, W. H. II. Mont- 
cromery and Frank Euth. •

Spanish government has been officially 
notified of the bombardment of Matan- 
zas, the United States government has 
no'official information of the engage- 
ment.

exhaustion of the 550,000,000 war fund. 
It is confidently expected that congress 
will come to the relief, as the depart- 
ment is still in need of auxiliary ves- 
sels. 


The news of the safe arrival at Liv- 


erpool of the big American sailing ship 
Bhenandoah was gladly received at the 
department Consul Boyle at Liverpool 
forwarded the information. 


The Port Royal drydock, according 


to welcome official information, -will be 
accessible to our warships, even the 
biggest of the fleet, should they meet 
with accident during the campaign. 
The report from the constructor in 
charge shows that the entrance to the 
dock la now dredged and clear. 


The board of bureau chiefs met to 


begin the consideration of the plans 
for the three new battleships author- 
ized by the naval appropriation bill, 
and progressed so farthat circulars will 
be sent out at once inviting bids from 
Uie shipbuilders. 


The vessels will he in the main very 


similar to the battleship Illinois, now 
building at Newport News. They will 
be of about 12,500 displacement, 75 feet 
beam, 23% feet 
in depth, 16 knots 


speed, •will be covered with heavy ar- 
mor, and armed with 13-inch and 6- 
ineh guns in addition to numerous sec- 
ondary 'batteries. •

It can be stated authoritatively that 


there is no present prospect of a change 
in the bead of the navigation bureau.

Crowuinshield, though anxious to take 
his place in the fighting line, has yield- 
ed his personal ambitions to the urgent 
demands of Secretary Long and the 
president and will remain at his post.

Although Portugal explains her delay 


en the grounds that the declaration ol 
War was not made until the 24th inst, 
yet Great Britain declared neutrality 
with unusual promptness. 


The effect of Great Britain's speedy 


action was to force the United States 
fleet to leave Hongkong, while the ef- 
fect of Portugal's delay has been to 
permit the Spanish fleet to remain at 
the Cape Verde islands. 


Thus speedy action in the first case 


was harmful to Americas 
interests, 


while delayed action in the second case 
Was equally Harmful to American In- 
terests. 


Attention is now being centered on 


the course of Austria, Her delay in 
declaring neutrality causes no material 
inconvenience, as Austria has no ports 
at which Spanish ships can take refuge, 
but It discioses that Austria's strong 
tendencies Are with Spain, owing to the 
dynastic relations between the thrones 
of Austria and Spain.

His majesty is all the more 
entitled to pursue his present policy, 
as he possesses absolute proof that the 
United States do not intend ever to an- 
nex Cuba. They are prepared to suffer 
defeat from the Spaniards at first, but 
they will not end the war until Spain 
renounces her sovereignty over Cuba, 
which can then, and not until then, 
gradually be restored to order.
